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A REIGN OF TERROR. 


The Republic of Salvador Con- 
tinues in a State of Anarchy. 


Gen. Ezeta’s Recent Forced Loan 
Creating Great Discontent. 


A Number of Assassinations Within the 
Past Few Days—Guatemala Preparing 
to Resist a Threatened Invasion by 
BSalvadcrans—Coast Settlers in Labra.- 
dor onthe Verge of Starvation—France 
and the McKinley Tariff Bill—Spain te 
Bulld a Flotilla of Submarine War Ves- 
selse—Foreiga News. 


City oF Mgrxico, July 18.—Salvador still 
continues in astate of anarchy. Official ad- 
vises to the Guatemalan legation here from 
the department of foreign affairs of Guate- 
mala, state that assassinations have occurred 
at San Miguel within the past few days. 
These murders are not among the high politi- 
cal class, but are confined to the class known 
as the intermediate department. San Balva- 
dor is the capital of Salvador and the murders 
show that anarchy prevails in the district 
where Gen. Ezeta, the so-called President, 
has bis headquarters and where he has boasted 
that the masses desired and had prociaimed 
him as the head of the Government. 
Gen. Ezeta has within the past week 
raised a forced loan among the people of 
Salvador creating great discontent and adding 
materially to his unpopularity which the 
opposition faction are using to their advan- 
tage. Ezeta has a large force massed on the 
border of Guatamala, and it is believed that it 
is his intention to Invade that country. The 
last named Repubiic aiso has several thousand 
men under arms on the Salvador frontier 
ready to repel any attempted invasion. Itis 
said the twoarmies are not far distant from 
each other, The rumor that Salvadorans were 
advancing with the purpdése of entering 
Guatamala is denied, but it ts believed that 
this movement may come within a 
week. Dr. Castro, the plenipotentiary 
minister from Costa Rica, and 
Mr. Lacayo, the plenipotentiary from Nica- 
ragua, are already in the capital of Guate- 
mala for the purpose of acting in concert 
with President Barrillo in bringing about 
peace with Salvador. It is aleo stated from 
Guatemala that the diplomatic corps, who act 
tor ail the Central American. republics, have 
unofiicially deciared thatthe present proceed- 
ings of Salvador are not to its liking,and have 
spoken favoiably of the stand taken by Pres- 
ident Barrillos in not recognizing the so- 
called Government of Gen. Ezeta. The fol- 
lowing are extracts of President Barrillos’ 
proclamation issued on the 29th ult., a copy 
of which was received by Manuel Diguez, the 
Guatemalan Minister, yesterday: 

THE PROCLAMATION. 

After referring to the events of June 22, 
when President Menendez was assassinated, 
he enlogizes the dead Magistrate at length. In 
speaking of the refusal of Guatemala to recog- 
nize the Ezeta Government, Barrillos says: 

**Not without right or reason the executive 
power, with the aid of public opinion and in 
accord with the unanimous sentiment of the 
people of Honduras, Gen. Boghran has not 
recognized the order of things established in 
Salvador because it is the product of an 
odious coup de main fight for the dark ages. 
To the fate of Saivador we cannot be indiffer- 
ent. It is a sister republic; it is leagued to us 
by solemn stipulations of union; its people 
are of the most honorabie in the land 
of Central America; its destinies are the 
same that are perspective for ail the Central 
Americas. With these precedents, and Sal- 
vador being a boundary State, where events, 
prosperous or otherwise, are always reflected 
in Gautemala, my Government shall be 
watchful for peace, should be vigilans for its 
own interest and should take measures, as 
far as is consistent, to put down anarchy and 
confusion in neighboring States, which form 
a danger for the generous people of Salvador, 
and menace all Central America. It is for that 
reason that my Government has placed a 
corps of observation on the frontier. It is for 
that reason that, acting forthe well being of 
all, and especially on behalf ofthe people of 
Salvador, whose realrights and interests we 
shall always respect, thatthis same Govern- 
ment isreadyto act as circumstances may 
demand. 

‘*Guatemala, to youis confided our design 
—a mission noble and generous—to maintain 
peace, to give tranquillity to a neighboring 
people and to watch over the good name and 
credit of Central America. As much to you 
and to the honored sons ofasister State, as 
well as to all Central Americans at heart, I 
should appealin order to obtain support, so 
that assurances may be givem that the 
tranquillity may be re-established, laws be 
respected and peace be maintained within 
the territory of our own Common country, 
Thus the labors which have been begun so 
successfully toward our advancement and 
that of.Central America may be continued in 
a peaceful way. 

‘*Citizens of Guatamala, you may rely upon 
it that your government will not deviate from 
the path mapped out by our institutions and 
the sacred welfare of our country.’’ 


The Assassination of Meneniicz. 


New York, July 18.—A letter has been re- 
celyed here giving am account of the death of 
President Menendez of Saivador. He was 
giving a review of his troops in the afternoon 
and dancing with his guests at the palace in 
the evening. The palace was surrounded by 
troops and an attack made. President Men- 
endez secured his sword and pistol and, rush- 
ing to the front of the palace, fired on the 
soldiers. The next instant he fell back dead. 
It was thought that he died of appoplexy, but 
it proved that he had been shot through the 
heart. In the attack eleven men were killed. 
Gen. Exzeta then prociaimed himself Presi 

dent and took formal possession. 


The Durham Strike, 


Loxpor, July 18.—Two delegates of the Ger- 
man Government are at Durham inquiring 
into the causes and incidents of the miners’ 
strike. It is understood that Emperor William 
asked and was cordially granted permission 
to make the inquiry which he thinks may 
prove serviceable to him in his study of the 
labor question in general, with a view to 
remedial efforts in his own country partiou- 
lariy. ,

On the Vetge of Starvation, 


HALIFAX, July 18.—The Obureh of England 
missionary at Oartwright, Labrador, writes 
noder date of June 6 as follows: 

**Snow pilledin heaps as heavy as at any 
time in winterand ice*is solid. In conse- 
quence there will be along and extremely se- 
vere winter. Many settlers along the coast 
are reduced to the verge of starvation and 
have been living on sculpins, mussels, eto., 
foralong time. <Apartyof twenty-five Es- 
quimauz left that neighborhood in January in 
search of deer, and havingfound none the 
whole party died of starvation.’’ 

The letter coneludes as follows: ‘‘Passed 
through atrying winter and bad fall. The 
fishery was followed bya scarcity of fur and 
seals, with intense cold, In some places it 
has been one of suffering and want, but in‘no 
case thatI have heard ofso far, has it ended 
in starvation. In my own immediate 
neighborhood many are exisiting on mussels 
alone. The ice was reported to have broken 
upin Juneanda steamer from Newfounxd- 
land has likely landed supplies ere this.’’

Each will be constructed 
with accommodations of from twenty to fifty 
men. Perat is for the time being, thegreatest 
man in Spain, the Spaniards believe that his 
invention will place the nation in the fore- 
front of the great naval powers of the world.

DID NOT SELL THE BUDY,. 


A Child’s Death Creates a Sensation iu the 


Seutherrn Part ef the City. 


During the pastfour or five days a report 
has been in cireulation in the neighborhood 
ef the Iron Mountain Railroad tracks and Les- 
perance street that aGerman living in that 
vicinity had sold the dead body of bis 9- 
months - old chila to e med- 


ical college. The story spread 
In all directions and much indignation was 
expressed by the people who heardit. The 
report had it that Henry Walt, a cripple, 
— the alley between Russell avenue 
and sperance street, back of Kosciusko 
street, was the unnatural parent. The excite- 
ment in that tiocality for a time ran 
exceedingly high and it is said that Walt’s 
crippled condition alone saved him from 
violence atthe hands of his neighbors. The 
story grew as it spread and some very grave 
things were said in connection with the 
child’sdeath. The stories were still afloat 
this morning and many of those 
who believed what they had heard 
expressed surprise thatthe authorities bad 
not given the matter a thorough sifting. 

A PO8T-DISPATCH reporter looked up the 
facts in the case this morning and found that 
the reports were not well founded. Walt’s 
obild died several days ago from an attack of 
cholera infantum. Being &@ cripple and un- 
able to work, he had no funds to 
employ a physician and bad the child treated 
atthe Dispensary. The baby finally died and 
Mrs. Walt reported the case to the Dispens- 
ary, stating at the same time thatshe was too 
poor to give the remains interment. She was 
then told that the city would bury the re- 
mains. 

HOW THE REPORT ORIGINATED. 

Whenthbe City Undertaker’s wagon called 
atthe door totake away the bodya crowd 
gathered about the placein open-mouthed 
wonderment and readily swallowed the re- 
mark let drop by someone that the remains 
were being carried away to a wed- 
ical college. An evening or two 
later it appears Walt went into a neighboring 
saloon and, hearing it remarked that he had 
sold his child’s body for dissection purposes, 
told the crowd it was none of their business 
what disposition had been made of the corpse. 
A disturbance followed and Walt was ar- 
rested. This gave rise to the impression 
that the arrest was made in connection with 
the child’s death. Such was not the case, 
however, the charge against Walt being 
merely that of disturbing the peace. The 
Second District police say the sensational re- 
ports have been investigated and found to be 
untrue. They add also that the people who 


and were prejudiced against Walt for various 
reasons. 


VICE-PRESIDENT MORTON ROBBED, 


Thieves Take $10,000 Werth of Diameands 
From Bis Saratoga Cettage. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., July 18.—A bold daylight 
robbery was committed in this village 
yesterday. About noon sneak thieves 
entered the Bliss cottage, on No:th Broad- 
way, and got away with $10,000% worth 
of diamonds and jeweiry. The cottage is oo- 
cupled by Mr. Morton, Vice-President of the 
United States, and his law partner, Mr. Blias, 
with their wives. The robbery was first dis- 
covered by Mrs. Morton and the 
police were promptly notified. It is impossi- 


ble to ascertain whether the jewelry was the 
property of Mrs. Morton or Mrs. Bliss, as the 
parties interested decline to make any 
statement. . The police refuse any 
information except to admit that 
the robbery was committed and that a reward 
of $1,000 is offered for the recovery of the jew- 
els, No news ofthe robbery had leaked from 
the police until this morning. It is sald that 
one maa is already under arrest as & suspect.

Fire in the Western Union Build-~ 
ing in New York. 


Brave Rescue of Employes From 
the Burning Structure. 


The Operating-Room Gutted and Every 
Instrument and Wire Rendered Useless— 
Heavy Loss Sustained by the Associated 
Press — Valuable Records Completely 
Destroyed—Important Files Burned—The 
Less of the Telegraph Cempany Very 
Great—Crossed Electric Wires Believed 
to Be the Cause ef the Fire—Rapid 
Spread of the Flames te the Upper 
Floors—Miraculous Escape of Seven Em- 
pleyes—Fires Elsewhere, 


EW YORK, ‘July 18.— 
The Western Union 
Telegraph Building, 
corner of Broadway 
and Dey street, caught 
fre at 7 o’clock this 
morning.The battery- 
room on the filth 
floor, the operating- 
room on the floor 
above, the Associated 
Press rooms and the 
restaurant on the 
seventh floor were 
cempletely destroyed 
and seven lives were 
miraculously saved. 
A few minutes before 
7 o’clock this morning the operators began to 
arrive to goto work. About fifty men and 
young women had reached the operating- 
room. A messenger boy named Matthews 
firsteawapuff of smoke under a table in the 
checking department on the floor 
below the operating- room, He had 
scarcely time to investigate the cause 
when a wooden table wasin flames and the 
fre was spreading with lightning like rapidity. 
He rushed upstairs to notify the new arrivals 
that the building was on fire. They were 
compelled to go through the checking depart- 
ment to get down stairs. A panic was the re- 
sult of the messenger’s warning, the young 
women screamed and the meng Pushed pell- 
mell down stairs toescape the rushing 3 
which, im less than two minutes, had spre 
through the entire checking Gepartment, burn- 
ing up wires, instruments acd tables as if they 
were so much tinder, The entire room when 
the panic-stricken ¢ro passed through It, 
was filled with a dense, ingamoke. They 
fellover each other in their wild efforts to 
reach a place ofsafety. The little messenger, 
with an operator named Skidmore, were the 
only two persons who retained presence of 
mind enough to takein the awful situation. 
The boy rushed down stairs andout ofthe 
building and sent out an alarm, while Skid- 
more gotdown a fire extinguisher and en- 
deavored to quench the flames. This he saw 
was impossible and he had to flee in afew 
minutes. Theflames ate through from floor 
to floor in short order. " 
MIRACULOUSLY SAVED. 

Just about this time it flashed upon the re- 
mainder of the frightened persons who had 
escaped that there were seven others on the 
restaurant floor who had not been warned of 
their danger. All exit had by this time been 
cut off, but the imprisoned people succeeded 
in reaching theroof throughthe trap door. 
Under the roof of the building the flames were 
shooting and the edifice seemed to be crowned 
with fire. When the great crowds of people 
on the streets sawthe men and women rush 
out on the roofacry of horror went up, for it 
seemed impossible that they could escape the 
fire burning between them and the street. 
Screaming women on the roof wran their 
handsand men cried out ‘‘Get something to 
save us.’ 

The firstengine had arrived before the ter- 
rifying events transpiring on the roof were 
made visible to the crowd gazing upward 
from Broadway. “oon a volume of water was 
pouring into the burning building and sounds 
of crackling and breaking timber was added 
to the confnsion ofthe scene. In a few min- 
utes there were fourteen engines and book 
and ladder corps andawater tower on the 
ground. Water poured inthrough the flam- 
ing windows but the flames were stubborn, in 
spite of all the water poured upon them. 
Still no effort had been made to save the ter- 
rified men and women on the roof, who could 
ve seen like specters 

ENVELOPED IN SMOKE AND MIST. 

A long ladder was rushed upon the roof on 
Dey street and placed against the rear of the 
turning bullding. It did not reach within 
fifty feet of the roof of the big telegraph 
building. Undaunted, however, two firemen 
scaled the ladder. Leaving it at the top, 
they threwaropetothe roof. It was caught 
and tied by one ofthe brave girls, who seemed 
never to have lost hernerve. The two fire- 
men pulled themselves up hand over hand 
until they reached tre top, and amid cheers 
from a thousand throats from below they let 
the seven down to places of safety. It was 
accomplished just in time, for flames 
burst up through tbe cornice and soon 

veloped the roof. he tower of the 
‘Building was caught by the fames. 
It was a beautiful and at the same 
time a terrifying sight to see the fire shoots 
out from the windows around the entire 
building fully fifty feet and blown back like 
great flery tongues to lick the roof of the 
building. The entire upper pert of the builld- 
ing was gutted and every instrument and wire 
rendered useless. Atthistimethe loss can- 
not be estimated, but it will be great. How 
the fire originated no one seems to Know pos- 
itively, but it is surmised that two of the com- 
pany’s electric light wires became crossed 
and set the flooring on fire. Had the fire 
broken out an hour later the loss of life might 
have been enormous. Fully 700 girls and men 
are employed on these two floors. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS OFFICES. 

The offices of the Associated Press snffered 
rather more than any Of the others in the 
great building. The floors were flooded with 
water to the depth of a foot Or more and the 
destruction which was 80 Well started by the 
fire was absolutely completed by the water. 
When the day force arrived shortly before 8 
o’clock, it was but too evident that the use- 
fulness of the at buliding Was at an end for 
the present. The ruin of the Operating room 
renders every Western Union wire on 
Manhattan Isiand useless, 80 the Associated 
Press opened #peadquarters in Jersey City,

: CAUSE OF THE FIRE. 

Reliable particulars to the cause of the 
fire are now obtainable, James Larrissiok, a 
watchman who was on duty in the building, 
was the first to discover the fire. About the 
same time R. L. Tobin, night chief operator, 
noticed an odor of burning rubber, and on 
looking into a wide sha leading from 
the battery room to the. operat-' 
ing room, saw. smoke digtinctly. 
This was five minutes before 7 o’cloox. 
Two watchmen were supposed to be on duty, 
but no alarm was given by them. When Mr. 
Tobin discovered the smoke in the shafts and 
descended to the battery-room, he wassur- 
prised atthe headway the fire had aiready 
made. The flames followed the pf . which, 
being covered with rubber, oll and parafine, 
were very inflammable, to the room behind 
the great switchboard, and soon allof the 
wo work was burning. The fire lea 
from tableto tableand tothe windows and 
casings, and all efforts of the men on duty to 
suppress the fire by the appliances at band 
proved unavailing.The firemen yeh ea tly 
on hand and took possession of the building. 
The force of operators were reporting for 
duty, but found it necessary to retire. Five 
female operators were led out of the building 
by firemen. All above the sixth floor is de- 
stroyed; carpets, papers, éetc., the 
fifth and other floors below are 
with water. The battery and_ storage- 
room oocupied the sixth floor. The oper- 
ating-room and the gallery, devoted to the 
workfot the Gold & 8tock Co. occupied 
the entire seventh floor and,as already stated, 
the Associated Press and a partofthe book- 
kveping the entire eighth floor. On the ninth 
floor were the Western Union files. The loss 
is very large, and it willrequire a long time 
to replace the material. he large switch- 
board in the operatin room alone cost 
$250,000.

AN OPERATOR'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Robert Frothingham, telegraph opera- 
tor, who wasondutyin the Western Union 
building at the time of the fire, tells the fol- 
lowing story: 

‘*It was just 7 o’clook. I was in the big 
operating room on the seventh floor of the 
Western Union building, corner of Broadway 
and Dey streets. There were about fifty men 
inthe room with me. The all-night force 
had just finished clearing up the heavy 
through wires and the eariy morning men 
were busy with the market and way wires. A 
strong smell of burning rubber was noticed 
by the operators near the center of the room. 
It was thought theta wire had become short 
circuited was 
burning out—a very common occurrence. It 
seemed to arise from the large distributing 
desk thatstands in the middie of the room, 
which is illuminated by electric lights, the 
wires of which come up through the floor Into 
the center of the desk. Suddenly a faint line 
of smoke was seen to curl up through the 
wooden flooring of the room, and immedi- 
ately the boards were ri ped up.’’ 

**A voice cried out: ‘it’s the electric light 
wire.’ The words were barely out of the 
speaker’s mouth when a great volume of 
smoke broke through the pot, ascending to 
the ceiling and spreading out like an im- 
mense paliloverthe whole room. This was 
followed by asbeet of flame which startied 
every one and a score of men 
rushed for the hand grenades that 
are distributed around the room. A dozen 
of these were thrown into the hole, but with 
no effect. The flame grew larger and the 
smoke thicker. A half dozen men 
got the hand fire extinguishers 
and began to play upon tne place. The flame 
ignited the wooden flooring of the desk, 
and it began to burn. The acid = ex- 
tinguishers were no use at all, and 
the room was fast filling with the heavy 
and choking smoke caused by the burning 
composition which forms the insulation of 
the wires. It was plain to be seen that 
we would have to vacate the room and 
that very shortly. A run was made for 
the sixth floor, which is used as a batter 
room and a wardrobe, and to the horror of all 
the place was seen to be one great biaze. 

‘*The countless number of insulated wires 
that make up the local connections of the 
whole office was one mass of flames. 
All night Manager Tobin and three 
other men manned the hose pipe, which is 
kept in the building for just such a time as 
this, and in a minute a heavy stream was 
playing on the center of the battery room, but 
all to no purpose. The water, curiously 
enough, seemed to increase the yolume of the 
flame and it burned ali the mnre furiousiy.’’ 

The fire burned out the Ship News cable and 
no dispatches have been received this morn- 
ingfrom Fire Isiand, Sandy Hook or Quar- 
antine. Merchants, — owners and the 
members of thg Maritime Exchange have no 
knowledge whatever of their movements or 
arrival of veseels. At the request of 
anumber of ship owners the revenue cutters 
Chandler and Washington were ordered down 
the bay to find out what ships had arrived at 
Sandy Hook or off Fire Island.

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HE KILLED HIS BROTHER. 


GEORGE RICE FATALLY. INJURES TOM RICE 
IN A FIGHT. 


A Man Named Verdin Also Implicated is the 
Heomicide—Geerge J. Rice Arrested—He 
Says He Had No Murderous Intent—He 
Breaks Down Completely When In- 
fermed of His Brother’s Death. 


George J. Rice Is behind the bars of the 
Third District holdover, from whence he will 
be shortly taken to’ the Four Courts to answer 
the charge of murdering bis brother. The 
deed was done last night, but with noevil 
intent on the part of the imprisoned man. He 
simply fought with his brother as others of 
his class often do after a few hot words with 
each other. George, Thomas‘and John Rice, 
three brothers, live together at No. 2126 Warne 
avenue. George isateamster and was up to 
yesterday working for Willlam Rodgers. Tom 
was a stove moilder in the employ of Buck & 
Wright. Last nightGeorge came home a little 
later than usual, and after putting his team 
up in the stable turned In to get his supper. 
The rest of the household had finished the 
evening meal so he sat down and ate what he 
wanted, taking his time about it. About 7 
o’clock he started across the yard when his 
brother Tom called to him and 
abused him, He immediately replied 
and very soon oaths and curses 
were exchanged. Then they came to blows 
and both of them being strong, healthy men, 
they pun!shed each other pretty severely. The 
other brother, John, who is. younger, became 
frightened and rushing out of the yard asked 
the neighbors for help, saying that George 
was killing Tom. 

KNOCKED OUT WITH A CLUB. 

Several people answered his call and came 
to his assistance, among them belong a man 
named Verdin, who, it seems, took an active 
part in the rest of the fightand succeeded 
in knocking George out with a _ club. 
Tom was in a ~pretty bad condition 
and was carriedinto the house. George was 
arrested and taken to the Fitth District Police 
Station and then transferred to the Third 
He was seen in his cell this morning 
about the affair. When he 
was first seen he had no idea 
that Tom was badly hurt and 
was under the impression that he was also 
under arrest, He told his story very plainly 
ane without trying to excuse himself. He 
said: 

‘‘lam a teamster by trade and live at No, 
2126 Warne avenue with my two brothers. 
Last night I went home a littie atter 6 o’clock 
and put my team up in the stable. This 
took some time and when I went to the bouse 
for supperI found thatthe rest of them had 
finished, soI took my supper alone, taking 
my time about it. Aslwas pretty warm and 
Iwasinno hurry, Iwent out into the yard 
re ry my supper and Tom hollered at me and 
said: 

‘* *You’re a pretty looking mug, you are.’ 

*‘*‘Tanswered back very shortly and then we 
had words for a minute or two and then we 
came to blows. HehitmeandI hit him and 
we were fightin -at a pretty lively 
rate when Jobn, who is a

littie scary, rushed out 
yard and asked the neighbors to <7 the 
fight and said ng liom. Then Verdin 
came inand hit me several times with a club

done up, but I thonght that no one 
was much hurt. Verdin hit me 
pretty hard a couple of tines, and I could 
not do anything as 1 was on the ground, That 
ia all there was to the fignt.’’ 
THE PRISONER'S SORROW. 

Tne prisoner was avery battered looking 
individual. His face was skinned and 
scarred, and all the skin was rubbed off 
of one of his hands. His clothes were 
ragged, torn and dirty. He had not beer abie 
to change his garments after the fight, and he 
was dressed in the same clothes he came out 
of the rough-and-tumble in. A few minutes 
later be was informed that» bis brother, Tom, 
was dead. He was very much broken up by 
the news and for some minutes could not be 
quieted.

Is he really dead? Oh, my God, what will I

The police are 
working on the case and the witnesses being 
hunted up. The immediate cause of Tom’s 
death was a fracture of the skull, due un- 
doubtedly to a blow from the club, but 
whether the blow was dealt by his brother or 
Verdin bas not yet been estabiished.

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A BOX OF HUMAN BONES 


THE G@HASTLY DISCOVERY MADE AT THE 
UNION DEPOT THIS MORNING- 


An Unchecked Pine Box Which Was Lett 
Theré Six Moaths Age Found to Contain 
Part ef the Remains ef a Man—The 


Rones Believed to Be a Specimen From a ‘ 


Meaical College—The Excitement the 


Find Created. 


A plain, ordinary-looking piné box, 2 
inches long, 13 inches wide and 10 inches 
deep, which had originally contained Alaska 
salmon put up by the Hume Packing Co,, was 
the means of creating a great deal 
of excitement at the Union Depot 
this morning. This apparently harm- 
less box Had been received at the 
depot five or six months ago, and as it had no 
address on it had been putto one side until 
the owner should call and claim it. Who 
brought the Dox is not known, as it came 
down the slide from the street and the men 
supposed it was supplies of some kind off 
which the address had been ieft by 
m lstake. There was no check on the 
box or anything to indicate where 
it was to be sent. Days rolled by, butno one 
ptt in an appearance tociaimit. Asit wasa 
quiet, inoffensive box, however, and did not 
occupy much space, it was permitted to re- 
main with other unclaimed baggage and no 
partioular attention was paid to it. 

DETECTED AN ODOR, 

A week or two ago it was found necessary to 
move it and men detected that the 
box gave forth a slight odor. 
Willlam M. Steele, the general 


baxgage agent at the depot, remarked the 
fact, but concluded somevody had packed 
lunchin it abdtoldthe mento set it to one 
side again and iet it remain awhile longer. 
They did se, but it was found necessary to 
again move it about9o’clock. Chariey Cross, 

of the baggagemen who handied 
it, noticed that the odor ap- 
peared more pronounced than before 
and notified Mr. Steele of the fact, asking 
permission to have it removed. Mr. Steele 
told him he could doso, but to open it first 
and see what it contained. Now the men 
were convinced that ie contained a decayed 
turkey, but whem they opened the box, 
instead of a turkey, they found human bones 
packed inside. ‘There was the trunk of a 
human being from the top of the neck down 
almost to the waistand with the meat nearly 
ali gone from theribs and neck and backxk- 
bone. Tnere was alsothe bone of the right 
upper arm and the shoulder bDiade, a shin 
bone and the large bone of the lower leg. 
Then there wasthe hone of the upper leg, 
two lowerarm bones and the collar bone. 
The left hand and right foot of a 
human belng were also In the box, 
us was the end of the spinal 
column. Therest of the body was missing. 
It seemed to be the body of a man, although 
the foot looked as if it might belong toa 
woman. There was more fiesh on the hand 
and foot than on any other bones. There was 
a little between the ribs, but the arm and leg 
bones, the shoulder blades and the Dalance of 
them had scarcely any flesh on them. The 
bones were packed in bran and around them 
was wrapped a part of the SuxnDaYy FPosr- 
DISPATCH of February 16, 1890. 

HORRIFIED AT THE DISCOVERY. 

When the baggage men bebeld what the box 
contained there was horror depicted in their 
faces and some of them were not slow to get 
out of the room. Wahlille the odor was 
offensive it was not extremely strong. 
As one of the men remarked, the 
box was allright and well behaved as long as 
it was let alone, but when they commenced 
disturbing it the box raised a smell. Patrol 
man Gannon had the box and contents re- 
mnoved to the Morgue. From the fact thatthe 
skin lefton thefootand hand was biack it 
was believed to be the body of a colored man, 
though many insisted that it was a wo- 
man’s bones. The discoloration of the skin 
woulda ap wenae A be produced anyhow by the 
remains lying in a box so long. The skull was 
among the missing bones. From the manner 
in which the bones were sawed and cleaned 
of their flesh they are believed to have come 
from a medical college. The supposition is 
that some medical student intended 
to take them somewhere, but 
changed his mind and let them 
remainin the baggage-room, orelse he be- 
came afraidthathe might be detected ship- 
ping them as baggage and decided to let them 
go. The police will not do anything In the 
case unless the Coroner should decide to hold 
an ingquestand determine the bones to be the 
remains of some person who had been mur- 
dered, but this is highly improbable.

Hotel Forees Withdrawn or Threatened— 

" Hestaurants Closed Yesterday for Lack 

_ @f Help Reopesed Te-Day With Non- 

' Waton Men—Girls Supplavt the Men in 

" Apether Delicatessena—Will Not Sign the 
Agreement. 


' In a meeting of Walters’ Union No. 2 yes- 
terday, it was resolved to issuc $0,000 dodgers 
informing the publictthat strikes were on in 
certain restaurants in the city, and that other 
Festagrants were ‘‘fair’’ and worthy of the 
patronage of the friends of labor. ‘‘Fair’’ in 
the labor union sense means that the pro- 
prietor of an establishment employ, only 
Gnion men and pays union prices. The 
Godger has not been issued, and the reason 
lies in the fact that thus far no restaurant 
proprietor bas signed the agreement present- 
ed yesterday by the union. Elmere’s restau- 
rentat Beventh and Pine streets is running 
with union waiters, and it is understood that 
the proprictor will sign the agreement. Some 
of the strikers were put on there at the dinner 
hour to-day. 

It was reported yesterdgy that 

PETER A. O’ NIEL 

ofthe Union Depot had agreed to sign the 
agreement. Last night members of Hotel 
& Restaurant Proprietors’ Association 
telephoned Mr. O'Niel, asking him 
if the report that he would 
sign the agreement wastrue. He said the re- 
port was not true, and this morning he said to 
the Post-Disratca he had not signed the 
Agreement nor had be been asked to do so. 

As anticipated in the PostT-DISPATCH of yes- 
terday, the colored waiters who compose 
Waiters’ Union, No. 3, met last night 
and resolved to present to their employers for 
signature contracts binding such employer to 


employ only union men for one year, pay 
them $10 per week (tem hours work per day) 
for restaurant work, and §30 per month, with 
board, for hotel work. 

The only places in which colored waiters 
are employed in the city are Hurst’s Hotel 
restaurant, 7 men; Laclede Hotel, 20 men; Mo- 
ser’s Hotel restaurant, 30men, andthe Laciede 
Hotel, 3 men. The committee appointed in 
last night’s meeting of Union No. 38 met with 
Union No. 2 for counsel this morning at the 
Trades and Labor Buliding, Fourth and Val- 
entine streets. They had expected to call on 
the employers at 10:30 o’clock, but it was 
noon before the committee, occupying a 
vehicle belonging to Charies Starke, saloon 
keeper at Eleventh and Lucas avenue, 
reached the 

LACLEDE HOTEL, 

which wastheir firat point. There were six 
young colored men ip the vehicle, which is a 
smali affair narrowly intended forfour. One 
ofthe men drove, one did nothing, two went 
intothe basement where the waiters were 
congregated and two went into tne hotel to 
see Mr. Griswold, tle proprietor. Mr. 
Griswold is out of town and the com- 
mittee received that information from 
Wesley Austin the manager. Tbe spokesman 
then asked for Mr. Howard, the steward. 
This gentleman was sitting near andto him 
the spokesman presenteda@ paper. It was a 
biank agreement wherein, if the Laclede 
signed it, the hotel would become the party 
of the first part and Waiters’ Union No. 3 
party of the second part. The party of the 
first part would be bound forone year to em- 
ploy only union men and to pay them $30 per 
month with board. 

The spokesman was telling Mr. Howard that 
he wasthe accredited representative of the 
union, etc., when Mr. Howard threw the 
agreement unread over to Mr. Austin. The 
fatter did not read it, but interrupted the 
committeeman with the inguiry: ‘‘Is this all 
the business you have here?’’ 

‘*Yes, eir.’’ 

‘*Git out. ”’ 

The committee took the agreement and left 
the spokesman remarking as he went: "You'll 
lose all your men.’’ 

ALEX HOWARD

PROCESS OF DRESSING FURS, 


How They Are Treated From Killing te 


Articles of Wear. 


From the Boston Herald. 

In going throughafur dressing establish- 
ment areporter, who was onatour of inves- 
tigation, had noticed the draggled, faded, 
repulsive looking skins, from which the dye 
was dripping, as he went upstairs, and was 
surprised to see there also the same process, 
only the mixture was colored with yellow 
froth. This was the ‘‘mordant,’’ or, in every- 


day pariance, ~*‘killinmg.’’ No fur can be 
changed in color without this treatment 
which lasts for tee ys or more, until 
the hair is dead—or, In other words, 
ae ee a mere fiber which will absorb any 
shade, 

Everybody has noticed a smooth, soft, 
brownish black furin muffs that looks like 
seal. Ifthey ask when told the rather low 
price, ‘‘Is it realor imitation?’’ they are told 
itis American seal. It is nothing In the world 
but the comrnon little muskrat. 

A fur really to be much admired is thatof 
this same littie muskrat. The skins arrive at 
the factory in bales containing many hun- 
dreds, which are stiff and reugh and inside 
out. These are thrown intoa huge bin, which 
revolves about forty times per minute. Two 
hammers beat them continually, and, quite 
softand warm with the friction, they are 
taken out, rubbed with seal oil or butter, and 
retarned to the hopper. Often the heating 
turns them the other side out. Twice is the 
operation gone through. Then they go toa 
man who sits astride ofa block, on which Is 
fixed along, upright knife; over this two 
skins are passed, thus scraping off ali the 
superfiuous i hide, leaving them much 
thinner. Nowthey are ready to be cleaned. 
A sort of dough is made of the sawdust 
and put into a close cylinder, the greasy 
skins are thrown in, a charcoal fire Is lighted, 
and the wheel revolves. The sawdust ab- 
sorbs the grease and moisture, but of course 
repiains intbehair. To get it out a wheel 
similar to this, but with latticed ends, is em- 
ployed; the revolutions are much more rapid 
and the sawdust flies out through the lattice, 
leaving the clean, soft fur. for such it has 
become, inside. If not sufficiently cleaned 
this process is repeated. 

The muskrat is now ready for the 
‘‘evener.’” This man hasa big round log in 
front of him, over which he throws the pelt, 
fastening it witha rope drawn taut by bis 
foot. On hisrightthamb is a thick rubber 
tube about six inches long, and the hand 
drawe back and forth a sharp steel comb. 
The ‘‘mordant’’ is now gone through and the 
pelt is taken down to the dyeing rooms. Here 
it is dipped constantly untilitis a deep rich 
dark throughout, and finally passed through 
a ringer, from which it is thrown out almost 


dry. 

The skin is now ready for the final touch or 
shade. The biack fur must bave that brown 
shade so much desired in sealskins. A man 
stands at the table with a pile in front of him. 
A rather stiff brush he dips into a yellow bow! 
filled with the color; he lays the pelt fur side 
up on the tabie and runsthe dye overit sey- 
eral times. Not one drop must touch the 
leather for it would rotthe skin. The fur has 
now thedesired shading, and possesses the 
true sealodor. A visit to the dveing room, 
through an inspector’s hands, and it is ready 
for the market.

IF YOU USE A GLASS YOU ARE BUINING THE 
AMBER FLUID-

Stene Mugs are Much Better and Are Al- 
ways Used ian Munich, the ‘‘Beer Tewn’’ 
—But the King ef Beer Goblets is the 
Gold-Lined Silver Mugs—Why Glass 
Should Not be Employed.

P HILE Munich, the 

famous “Beer 

town,’’ has long 

ago discovered the 

fact that the very 

self-same beer of 

good quality does 

not taste as well 

drank out ofa glass asit doesout of the gray 

stone mugs so well known throughout the 

Bavarian Kingdom, this fact has not been 

frequently discussed around other beer tables 

outside of Munich. The difterence is remark- 

able Mh the taste ofone and the same beer 

served in the two vessels named. 

the theory was generally adhered to, that the 

beer becomes warm more rapidly in the glass 

than itdves inthe stone-mug and there the 
matter rested for a long time, 

However, when one of two gray stone mugs 
is placed into a dish filled with warm water, 
which raises its temperature several degrees 
above the contents of the other, there is a 
total absence of that peculiar disparity in 
taste which presents itself so strongly be- 
tween the flavor of the beerin the glass and 
that in the stone mug. This discovery 
results in the theory that the difference is due 
to other causes besides that of warmth ajone. 
Recent scientific researches in this direction 
bave established the fact that there are two 
other causes which enter into bringing about 
this change—that is, the penetrating of the 


sunlight or daylight andthe dissolving of the 
giass in the beer. 

If a glase and a stone mug, filled simultane- 
ously with beer from the same keg, are set for 
a brief space of time into a place where the 
rays ofthe sun can strike both directly, the 
time notto exceed five minutes, it will be 
found that the beer In the giassihas acquired at 
the end of that time a peculiar, disagreeable 
flavor and smell, while the beer inthe stone 
mug bas remained good and palatable. This 
same degeneration of beer in glasses takes 
place on cloudy days or in neutral daylight 
just as well, only requiring a littie more time 
to reach the same degree of unpalatableness. 
Beer is, therefore, a very sensitive liquid. 

Our white, transparent beer glasses admit 
sunlight and daylight without hindrance, and 
according to length of time and degree of 
light the beer becomes more or less bad. The 
opaque stone mug thatis provided witha lid 
protects the beer thoroughly against the dis- 
turbing influences of the light, preserves its 
proper taste and smelil,and in this fact les 
part of its superiority overthe glass as a ves- 
sel for the drinking of beer. 

When this simpie comparative test between 
lager beer in astone mug and a glass is made 
in adark, cold cellar, the unfavorable influ- 
ence of light and warmth upon beer is ex- 
cluded. and ifeven then a disparity in flavor 
and smell has been established between one 
and the same articie in the two described 
vessels, this disparity must be due to the 
material from which the vessel is constructed, 
and wherever a test of this kind has been 
made it bas been found that at theexpiration of 
five minutes the taste and smell of the beer in 
the glass is distinctly and strongly different 
from that in the gray stone mug. The beer in 
the glass tastes sharp, thin, flat, while the 
beer In the stone mug has a sweet, mild, dell- 
cate and round taste. This difference in the 
srnell and flavor of the beer increases with the 
length of time. 

ONE OF THE REASONS. 

The notable degeneration of beer In a glass, 
even inadark, cool cellar, from which the 
other conditions which influence beer unfa- 
vorably are excluded, is due to the fact that 
beer contains a large quantity of carbonic 
acid and this dissolves very rapidly small 
quantities of glass. Examinations founded 
un this bellef were made and the fact was es- 
tablished that ordinary beer glasses, sub- 
merged for fifieen days in lager beer, lost 
34g to 10% milligrams of their original weight. 
Thus it bus been calcniated thata beer drinker 
whoconsumes in one evening two pints of 
beer swallows at least from .0010 to .0026 milli- 
grams of glass. 

Beer glasses are made froma substance 
which !s either lead-free or not,and analysis in 
this direction has arrived atthe fact that the 
ordinary beer glass contains as arulea quan- 
tity of oxide of lead; in fact no beer glass was 
found at all that did not contain any lead. In 
the beer glasses used in Vienna, Munich, 
Frankfurt, Dresden and Berlin restaurants 
there was found a quantity of oxide of lead of 
from .1 to 4.5 per cent. 

Beer glasses which contain lead impair the 
smeil and flavor of beer because the latter 
dissolves a giass substance which contains 
that ingredient much more rapidly and 
strongly than one that does not contain lead, 
and of the iatter category the soft, dissoluble 
giasses do much more barm tothe beer than 
the hard, indissoluble ones. Glass, there- 
fore, is antagonistic to beer, and vice versa; 
the two substances do not affiliate. 

THE ‘‘STEHIN.’’ 

The gray stone mug of Bavaria, which had 
been glazed with common salt, is always free 
from lead, and the material from which it is 
made, potters’ clay or argil, is much less so}- 
uble than the substance of glass. In this con- 
sists its second great advantage over the glass 
asadrinking mug for beer. He Who drinks 
his beer constantly out of a covered stone 
mug is so thoroughly spoiit that he can never 
again drink it from a glass, for in the latter it 
tastes brackish and insipid to him. 

The superior quality of the stone mug is, 
however, confined to the kind which has the 
common salt glazing; all others must be 
avoided, for they possess a lead containing 
giazure, which does not only impairthe taste 
of the beer but Is anti-sanitary as well. 

The manutacture of stone mugs has its 
principal seat at Grenzhbausen near Cobientz 
on the Rhine. 

TIN A GOOD BEER CUP. 

But although the salt-giazed stone mug is a 
good, wholesome gobiet for beer it is not the 
best. Comparative tests and trials have es- 
tablished the fact thatone and the same beer of 
good quality tastes better, i.¢e., finer and 
more delicate out of a tin mag, such as Ligcht- 
inger of Munich makes; therefore a good tin 
mug is preferable tothe stone mug. The tin 
mug—so these ‘‘ beer researchers’’ have found 
—is again surpassed by the gold-lined silver 
mug and at the present time the latter 
is the king. so to speak, among 
all kinds of vessels forthe drinking of beer. 
Beer served in this latter vessel discloses to 
the connoisseur a& neVer-dreamed-of and 
therefore all the more striking quality of the 
delicacy of the beverage, which is so charac- 
teristic to good beer and bears the same rela- 
tion to it as the bouquet does to good wines. 
It is the true standard  drinking- 
vessel, by means of which the 
fitness or unfitness of other vessels for beer 
drinking can be gauged easily and with per- 
fect reliability. Anyone whowlil drink one 
and the same beer first from a gold-lined sil- 
ver mug and then from an ordinary beer 
ginss, will instantly recognize the enormous 
waste and destruction of the flavor ofthe 
beer, to which the beer-drinking public has 
been obliged to subdmitthrough the serving 
of the veer in the ordqnary beer-glass. 

By comparing tne *‘flavor-vaine,’’ I may 
say, ofthe various drinking vessels In con- 
nection with this almost national beverage we 
arrive at the following scale: 

The beer-drinker receives as an equivalent 
for his money: 

1. A satisfactory articie, when served in a 
covered stone ae with common sait glazure. 

2. A more valuable article when served in 
tin mugs. 

3. An article of the highest value, when 
served in a covered, gold-lined sliver mux. 

Now let as reverse the scale. 

Beer is unsatisfactory when served in hard 
blown glasses free from lead. It is stil! more 
so served in soft pressed glasses free from 
lead, and itisin the highest degree unsatis- 
factory when served in either pressed or 
evs me whies contain lead.

WHERE WILL IT END? 


The call to halt on the extravagance of 
the Republican majority in Congress bv 
the more prudent organs and leaders 
of the party appears to have been made 
too late. The damage has been done and 
a deficit cannot be staved off by the most 
skillful financial juggling. Even so con- 
servative a man as Senator CARLISLE de- 
clares that with only the regular and 
needful appropriation bills added to the 
bills already passed the deficit, accepting 
the estimate of the revenue made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Cannot be less 
than $20,000,000. 

But the damage apparently does not 
stop with the eating up of the surplus and 
the creating ofa deficit. The Washing- 
ton correspondent of the WORLD calls at- 
tention to a scheme to increase the avail- 
able funds to meet Republican extrava- 
gance, which is dishonorable, The silver 
bullion law which bas been boomed as a 
great measure for the relief of the peo- 
ple was made the instrument of a dis- 
graceful plan to avoid the unpleasant- 
ness which would arise from an actual 
deficiency. The sixth section of that bill 
provides forthe covering of the redemp- 
tion fund of the national banks into the 
Treasury as a miscellaneous receipt, 
and providing for the redemption of 
bank circulating notes out of the general 
cash. This fund, which at the time of the 
last Treasury statement amounted to §6,- 
000,000, is in the nature of a trust fund, 
deposited by the banks to secure their 
circulation. 

This sort of financial manipulation to 
save credit in private business is called 
embezzlement. The nature of the trans- 
action is not changed by the fact that it 
is done by a government or thatthe gov- 
ernment’s resources may be fully equal 
to meet the emergency which may arise 
hereafter. The revelation of the desa- 
perate condition of the administration 
and its unscrupulous methods to tide 
over the results ofits wild extravagance 
cannot fail to shock the honest sentiment 
of the country andsuggest the question, 
‘*Where will it end?”

CONTEMPLATED CHANGES IN TRE ADMINIS- 
TEATION OF THE IARMY-

Possibility That This City May Be Made the 
Meadquarters of a Great Division—A 
Large Garrison for 8t. Louls Practically 
Assured—Plians for the New Assigament 
of General Officers, 


HERE are 

probabilities 

of sweeping changes 

in the @istribution of 

command in the army 

that may operate 

greatly to the advant- 

age of St. Louis, and 

which are earnestly 

discussed in military 

circles. Since the 

death of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, the army has 

been in rather an anomalous condition. Pro- 

vision was made for three divisions, to be 

commanded by the three Major-Generals, with 

the commander of the army stationed at 

Washington. One division, that of the 

Atlantic, has headquarters at New York; the 

headquarters of the Division of the Pacific are 

atSan Franoisco, and the Division of the 

Missour!, the most important ofall, is com- 
manded from Chicago. 

NECESSITY FOR A CHANGE. 

Under the present conditions one of these 
divisions must remain without a chief sta- 
tioned at headquarters, as the senior major- 
general commands the army and is stationed 
at Washington. At the present fime the larg- 
est and most important division in the army, 
that of the Missouri, is commanded 
from Washington. Gen. Howard is in 
New York, Gen. Miles is in San Francisco and 
Gen. Schofield, in addition to hisduties as 
commander ofthearmy, is obliged to take 
command of the Division of the Missouri, 
which contains more than two-thirds of the 
troops in the service ofthe United States. All 
admitthatthis condition of affairs is unde- 


sirable, and something would have been done 
to alter it had it not been for the fact that the 
friends of Gen. John M. Schofield bave been 
endeavoring to revive the grade of Lieuten.- 
ant-General in his imterest, and believed 
that by leaving the Division of 
the Missouri without an iinmediate 
commander this aim would be advanced. 
Within the last few months, however, this 
plan has been practically abandoned, as a 
careful canvass of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives hus convinced Schofield and his 
friends that there is no chance of the change 
desired by them being made. The opposition 
arising from this source to the reapportion- 
mentof divisions has therefore ceased, and 
three plans are under consideration for alter- 
ing the divisional organizai‘ion of the country. 
DIFFERENT PLANS PROPOSED. 

Some officera are infavor of entirely abol- 
ishing the Division of the Missouri and having 
the territory included in itunder the contro 
of the department commanders, who will 
report directly to Washington. The Division 
ofthe Missouri inciudes the Department of 
Dakota, with headquarters at St. Paul; the 
Department ofthe Piatte, with headquarters 
at Omaha;the Department of the Missouri, 
with headquarters at 8t. Louis, and the 
Department of Texas, with headquarters at 
San Antonio. The opposition to the abolition 
of the Division of the Missour! 
would come from lllinols, as it 
would involve the disestablishment 
of the Chicago headquarters. Another plan 
is to place the coast, including the Atlantic, 
the Pacific, the Gulf and the lakes, under the 
command of one Major-General, and the in- 
terior under the command of the other. This 
arrangement would probably lead to the 
abandonment ‘of San Franciscoas division 
headquarters, and the concentration of ali 
business relating to coast defense at Gov- 
ernor’s Island. Should this plan be adopted 
the interior of the country would 
in all likelihood be commanded 
from Chicago, and the present 
Division ofthe Missouri would be increased 
cy the addition ofalithe troopsin the other 
two divisions not stationed on the lake and 
seacoasts. It is the general opinion that 
should this change be made Gen. Neilson A. 
Miles would be assigned to Chieago, and 
the coast defenses of the country placed in 
charge ofGen. O. O. Howard. 

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE CONTEMPLATED. 

The third plan, and one that meets with 
very general favor, im to leave the eastern 
coast under control of the Muajor-General in 
command at Washington and to divide the 
rest of the country into two grand divisions, 
the Northwestern, with headquarters at Chi- 
cago, and the Southwestern, with headquar- 
ters at St. Louls. The iines of railroad and 
the divisions of the Indian tribes point to this 
solution of the problein as the best from 
» inilitary standpoint. The dividing 
line between the two divisions would prob- 
ably be arranged so that all the country south 
ofthe northerp boundary of Colorado would 
be assigned tothe Division of the Southweat, 
with the exception of the Pacific coast, which 
would probably be given to the general In 
command at Chicago. The only objection 
raised tothis plan inarmy circises is that it 
would be likely to cause the removal of Gen. 
Wesley Merritt from the Department of the 
Missouri. Gen. Merritt’s experience in this 
Gepartiment and the adjacent country is 
such thatitis universally admitted that his 
removal to another field would be most detri- 
mental to the interests of the department. It 
is understood, however, that Gen. Howard 
would prefer to be allowed to remain in his 
present station until his retirement, in which 
case Gen. Merritt could be assigned to the’ 
command ofthe new division, Inany case it 
would be practicaily certain thatalarge gar- 
rison will be stationed at St. Louis, and in 
case it should be selected as division head- 
quarters, atleast two regiments will be lo- 
cated here. Should the Division of the Mis- 
sour! be abolished, Chicago would be under 
the command ofthe department commander 
atSt. Louis. 


WESTINGHOUSE ELECTRIO MOTOR CO. 


A Tract of 480 Aores Secured te Lecate the 
Chicage Piant. 


CurcaGo, Ill., July 18.—The following is 
published here: ‘‘The mystery surrounding 
the location of the Westinghouse company’s 
plant can now be cleared up. The Morgan 
tract on Halsted street, between One Hundred 
and Nineteenth and One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh streets, has just been sold for an 


even $500,000, and it is said on good authority 
thatthe Westinghouse plant will be located 
there. The land consists of 480 acres. The 
company is not the Westinghouse Air Brake 
Co., as bas been stated, but the Westinghouse 
Electric Motor Co., acompany manufacturing 
electric motors imvented bythe same Weat- 
inghouse who invented the air-brake. The 
company contemplates the erection of ee 
to employ 1,500 men, and will expend on the 
shops and machinery something !ike $500,000.

THE BEHRING SEA BROW. 


Admiral Hotham Arrives at Victoria Aboard 
His Flagship. 

VICTORIA, B. ©., July 18.—H. M. 8. Water 
Sprite, flagship of the North Pacific squadron, 
with Rear Admiral Hotham abosrd, arrived 
here yesterday. The Admiral was seen on 
board the flagship by the correspondent, who 
interviewed him chiefly in regard to the sug- 
gested movement of war ships to protect 
Canadian vessels in Behring Sea- The Admi- 


ral had not yet had an opportunity to com- 
plete the perusal of the mass of correspon- 
dence that awaited him here, but he 
stated emphaticaliy that he had as 
yet received no instructions to send any 
of the fleet to the North to protect 
British vessels from seizure by American cut- 
ters or to retake any that might be seized in 
Behring Sea. He considered the matter prin- 
cipally from whathe had read of it in the 
press as purely one for diplomatic negotia- 
tions, and he had yet to leara what new 
phase had presented itself that would sug- 
gestthe possibility of war sbipe to take a 
hand in the adjustment of the difficulty. Ad- 
miral Hotham said he could hardly see how 
the United States could establish a tenable 
claim to close Behring Sea, and thought that 
Canadian interests must win in the diplomatic 
Hight progressing.

Now, if 
one did go, it would be practically too late In 
the seasun to accomplish the end aimed at.

FROM OCEAN 10 OCEAN, 


The Nerthern Pacific and Baitimore & Ohio 
Join Hands at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 18.—Commenting on the 
purchase yesterday of 380 acres of land In sec- 
tion 19, Town of Cicero, a morning paper 
says: ‘*The Northern Pacific and the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad companies are to join 
hands at Chicago and form a continuous line 
from ocean to ocean. A purchase of 389 acres 
of land in Cicero marks the junction point. 


There will be erected car shops of the North- 
ern Pacific Rallroad and through the property 
willrun anew suburban railway. This purchase 
is directly west of the famous Grant Locomo- 
tive works section. The selleris Frank Stur- 
xis and the titie was taken in the name of 
Willard T. Block. The consideration is 
$570,000. Willard T. Block is the secretary of 
the Grant locomotive iand syndicate. He 
in turn conveyed to F. H. Wickett. The real 
purchaser isthe Grant Locomotive land syn- 
dicate, but back of that is the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, which made the first payment of 
$150,000. A traffic alliance between the 
Baitimore & Ohio and the Northern 
Pacific contemplates a transcontinental 
line, and the i freight will be run 
through without wreaking the trains and 
without bringing the cars intothecity. The 
purchase of real estate made yesterday will 
be usec for car shops forthe Northern Pacific. 
Thecompany wiil pend $250,000 in erecting 
shops, ecmpleying 1,500 men and designed to 
turn out every class of freight and passenger 
cars. Itcan be stated positively that this 
purchase of iand is not for the Grant Locomo- 
tive-Works, andit canalso be as positively 
stated that the Grant Locomotive Works wiil 
be built on sec. 2]. From the combined 
works a complete train of cars from the loco- 
motive to rear coach can be turned out. 


A SURE THING. 


The Chicago Junction Railways aud New 
Union Stock Yards, 


CuicaGco, Ill., July 18.—The preparations 
for launching the new stock-yards scheme, 
the Chicago Junction railways and Union 
Stock Yards Co. are at last complete. A 
dispatch came last night giving positive in- 
structions to open subscriptions for the se- 
curities Saturday morning. Everything has 
been underwritten, so the transaction is 


guaranteed, the promoters strongly emphasiz- 
ing the fact that the new organization will 
be an American company in policy and 
ownership and that its management will 
be in the hands of the Americans. 
The present Union Stockyards & Transit Co. 
does not go out of existence by this deal. The 
new company simply willown 95 per cent of 
the present company, but the present com- 
pany willl continue its corporate existence 
and the title of the property remains un- 
changed.

The 
only change in the Board of Directors will be 
the addition of Stuyvesant Fish, President of 
the Illinois Central, to the board. A new place 
wiil be created on the board for Mr. Fish, ail 
the old board, consisting of John Newoil, Mar- 
vin Hughitt, H. B. Stone, R. R. Cableand J. 
N. MoCullozh. continuing in office. About 
314,000,000 of the $23,000,000 of securities will 
be offered tothe public.

The Council and House of Delegates will 
both hold regular meetings to-night. In the 
House there will be nothing of importance to 
be dene unléss the appropriation bill comes 
up. The chances in favor of ites being dis- 
cussed are very small. On last Tuesday the 
Ways and Means Committee reported the bill 
with anumberef amendments and the bill 
was laid over and orderea printed. It was 
the understanding then that the amended bill 
could not be printed until next Tuesday, and 
effort has been made to have tbe bill ready 
for to-night’s meeting, but so far it has been 
unsuccessful. The main reason for the quick 
passage of the bill is the necessity 
for getting the money for the 
city saiaries by the iat of August. 
It is just possible under the most favorable 
circumstances to get the bill through by the 
#oth of the month, whieh will crowd the 
Auditor and Treasurer pretty hard to get 
things in shape to pay off. If there is a dis- 
agreement between the Council and the 
House over the amendment it will delay mat- 
ters from one to three meetings, which will 
carr y tbe bill on into August and leave the 
city employes somewhat behind on the mat- 
ter of salaries. 

The Council will take holdon Mr. Mark A. 
Shipley, the Mayor’s fiftb nomination for 
Street Commissioner. The chances in Mr. 
Shipley’s favor are very slight and he will 


eventually join the ranks of the defeated, 
leaving a place for another nomination. The 
refrigerator billand a few other matters will 
be discussed. 


Sale of Sprinkling Carts Pestponed, 


The sprinkling business Is getting more and 
more mixed up, as time goes on. The Street 
Department has now figured out there will 
not be enough money to carry the thing 


through in view of the increased prices which 
will be demanded for the twenty-one con- 
tracts still unlet. How much more will be 
needed can only be approximated because 
the prices to be asked in the new bids are of 
course notknawn. The city has now eighty- 
two carts at work under the $5-a-day arrange- 
ment, which is not nearly enough to do the 
work properly. In the month of 
June it required the undivided atten- 
tion of forty carts to sprinkle 
six districts. Since then five of these have 
been relet and twenty more canceled. This 
leaves twenty-one districts untet, which have 
to be sprinkled by hired carts, and the eighty- 
two carts now available have to do the work 
in twenty-one districts when forty could just 
cover six. Nothing can be done, however, as 
no more carts can be obtained. The sale of 
the Joseph carts bas been postponed, asa 
promise has been made bythe St. Louis Im- 
proved Street Sprinkling Co. that if a little 
more time was xiven bettor terms for the cred- 
itors might be made. The creditors have held 
one or two meetings, and will hold another at 
an early day. The sale will probably be made 
on next Tuesday. 


Board of Fublie Improvements. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
meeting this morning and got through with a 
mass of business, mainly upon electric rali- 
road matters. Pians of the Missouri Co. 
for wires on Market and Chestnut streets were 
gone over and the location of feed lines for 
the Linde)! road disposed of.

IGHAEL BREEN, the 
man who has had the 
courage to defy the ice 
combine and sell ice at 
reasonable prices, is not 
going to abandon his 
undertaking at the bid- 
ding ofthe ice barons. 
These gentlemen are 
smarting not only be- 
cause their monopoly 
tariff is in danger, but 
also because they have 
been convicted of the coolest kind of men- 
dacity. A trust is not supposed to havea 
conscience and when a number of men 
combine to raise the price of some commodity 
the public is more inclined to grumble at the 
price than at the price raisers. Buta trust 
seldom goes out of ita way to say it is selling 
atlowest living prices and thata fractional 
reduction would involve a general suspension 
of business. This has been the cry of 
the ice ring all along. First came 
carefully circulated rumors of an im- 
pending ice famine, and hints were thrown 
out that uniess the daily consumption 
could be reduced during June and July, the 
month of August would surely witness the ex- 
hausting of all supplies. The philanthropist 
proceeded to check consumption by running 
up prices so high thatthe middle classes had 
to buy less and the poorer classes had to go 
without altogether. To the cry of indigna- 
tlon which this iniquitous proceeding called 
forth came the repliv, as mendacious as the 
report of an ice famine, that ice was not 
really dear and that the profit on the car 


load or ton was inconsiderabie even at $9 per 
ton by the cur load, or $20 per ton by the 
lump. When fixures were quoted to show the 
idiocy of this argument, the reply came at 
once: 

‘*Oh, but you don’t take into account the 
shrinkage. ice isn’t like coal. It me!lts on 
the road, and 33 or 40 per cent is lost during 
traneit.’’ 

This loss from wastage was the bugbear 
which confronted the man who thought 100 
per cent was rathera steep protit to inake, 
and to every argument came a crushing and 
apparentiy unrebduttable retort summed up in 
the one word, ‘* Wastage.’’ 

VALLACIES BXPLODED. 

Mr. Breen has been figiting the combine for 
less than a week, but he has aiready proved 
thatthe three planks on which the defence of 
prohibitory prices for ice is bullt are rotten to 
the core. In short, be has proved (1) that the 
talk about an ice famine is ridiculous; (2) that 
ice can be sold much cheaper than the com- 
bine prices and yet leave a good profit; and 
(3) that shrinkage and wastage !s largely im- 
uginary,or at least easily preventable by care- 
ful packing. 

As to the first pointhe has the names and 
addresses of scores of men who are ready and 
willing to contract for the delivery orf five, 
ten or twenty carioads of ice perday. Le 

rocured these names and ordered tive car- 
oads of ice, and the ring formed by a few 
Northern ioe men suddeniy collapsed. As 
evidence of this firms who iast week had no 
ice either on hand or in sight are now anxious 
to supply the St. Louis ice-ring breuker and 
moreover at decidedly reasonable prices. The 
firm which is supplying Mr. Breen at the 
present time laughs at the idea of ice run- 
ning short and wouid be giad to ship him five 
. times the number of cars he can handle. 

As to the second and third polnts, Mr. Breen 
bas demonstrated thatice can besold at haif 
acenta pound even in 5-cent chunks, and 

also that there is littic wastage. lf the ice in 
any car ougiit, according to the combine argu- 
ment, tohave grown small by degrees and 
beautifully less, that in Mr. Breen’s first car 
should have doneso. The fates conspired to 
aid the monopolists and injure the noua-capi- 
talist. The car was nearly seven days on the 
road and was left, owing toa misunderstand- 
ing, an absurdly long time on the track 
with asemi-tropical sun baking the roof 
of the car. The cent a pound crowd 
looked on rejoicing, hoping that the loss 
would be so terrific thatall other orders would 
be promptiy countermanded. The car was 
unloaded and the ~ oy yp turned out to be 
not 40, nor 30, nor even 20 per cent! 
A NOMINAL LOSS FROM WASTE. 

The ice weigued out—sold retall and allow- 
ing for the toss in cutting up—almost eighteen 
tons, showing a loss of less than 11 per oent! 

The second car was two days icss on the 
road and the loss was cousiderabiy less! 

A child can figure out what the ice combine 
is making out of the people. The nominal 
price of ice is $3 a ton on the cars, but there is 
asubstantial discount offthis. The freight is 
about $2.25 a ton, making a total of about a 
ton. A cuar-load of ice thus custs delivered in 
St. Louls a trifle over $100. If it weighs out 
seventeen tons the cost is about $6 per ton, 
and this ice is belug retatied at $20. 

Three hundred and thirty per cent is a 
pretty handsome margin to be divided be- 
tween wholesaler and retaller, even allowing 

' for additional wastage, while astothis latter 
item it must be remembered that Mr. Breen’s 
trade is largely retalland that the shrinkage 
he reports inciudes the loss in handling 
open wagons [from the track 
Market and in catting aud serving out.

The combine is not aliowing itself to be ex- 
posed and injured without making an effort 
to crush the man whois underselling it. Mr. 
Breed is nota capitalistand he cannot afford 
to hire a big etaff of men. He bas four assgist- 
ante and works himseif till bis clothes are 
saturated with perspiration, but there are 
times during the day when the rush of Duasl- 
mess is 80 great that there is some- 
what of an obstruction to the sidewalk 
and also to the alloy or passageway on which 
his stall fronts.

seller on Haston near Taylor took out 600 
pounds, some foraneighoOor and some tor 
himself, and a South St. Louis saloonkeeper 
took two lumps,each weighing close on 400 
Ibs.

‘*‘Why nottake a forty-pound lump?’’ he 
was asked. 

*** Taint all for our house,’’ was his reply, 
and he was accommodated, 

It is evident that occupants of tenement- 
houses and nelghbors generally are combin- 
ing to facilitate delivery, one family sending 
one day and the neighbor rociprocating the 
following day. A very large num.- 
bor of customers came and went 
ou the street - cars and several 
who carriedghonie ice yesterday reported that 
the loss was very little. The general opinion 
seemed to be that there is less waste when a 
sack is used than when the more convenient, 
bat more airy basket is called upon. The 
crowd wae very good tempered all the morn- 
ing, and there was a general willingness to 
assist the men who were weighing out. These 
men are having a busy time of itas they not 
only have to unload the wagans, pack the ice 
in the box and weigh out, but also to Crag heavy 
lumps to various parte of the Union Market. 
Nearly alithe butchers are buying the cheap 
ice, and inquiry among them elicitsno com- 
plaints, but several expressions of satisfaction. 
To a butcher handling much meat the cut in 
prices means a saving of 76 cents or a doliar a 
day, while there aresome butchers who pre- 
ferto spend as much as formerly, getting 
more ice thereby aud insuring their meat be. 
ing keptin good shape. Wiuichever plan is 
adopted, the saving is very consid s5rabie.

Ulis release, 
however, is only momentary. She is at him 
againinaninstant. Tbis time she gets one 
arm under his shoulder and the other 
mround his neck, both hands meet as 
before, and the oor tenor is 
again In chancery. he hugging act 
occurs frequently during the play, but every 
time it does the attention ofthe entire wale 
portion of the audience is centered upon that 
particular performance, The crowning 
feature of Miss Nash’s hug is the leap 
for life, she makes near the 
end of the first act when bidding good-bye to 
her lover; she stands him up near the middle 
of the stage and dances around him with the 
look of ahawk about to seize its prey. As 
soon as she reaches a point down near the 
kettle drum she hangs fire for an instant to 
gether bearings and then makes a break for 
the tenor. When within afew yards of him she 
rises like a racer about to take a hurdie and 
half turning alights somewhere in the neigb- 
borbood of his top vest button. 
He sees her coming and takes a 
brace. The force of her run 
throws her arms about bis neck and there is 
nothing for bim todo but grab, and grab he 
does, getting a good big armful of the young 
woman. She hangs on like a 2-year-oild child 
afraid of a cow, and the tenor becoming 
tired carries ber to the back part of the 
stave and sits down onthe steps, where she 
falls gracefully into bis lap like a tired baby.

Maury County generally makes 
about 350.000 to 400,000 bu wheat for sale. William- 
son County, that joins Maury, about 700,000. 
Maury County will not sell 75,000, ond Williamson 
about 175,000 wheat which weighs over 56 bea per bu, 
The State of Tennessee will not make over one-quar- 
ter ofacrop. Wearenow buying wheat from Indi- 
anaand Ii!inols for 14 mills, something never done 
before exc eptin Aprilor May. Our crop is simply a 
total failure. 

Ihornbusch of July 5 says: *‘In France coatinued 
wet weather has produced uneasiness as to the result 
of the harvestin the Northern Departments, 
inthe southern and central districts heat is exc es- 
sive.

ARTIFICIAL ICE, 


It Is Cheaper South Than the Natura 


Article North, 


Ittssome satisfaction to know, when the 
mercury is up in the nineties, that ice is 
sclling lower in Savannah than in the North 
and.West, says the News of that city. The 
day of high prices for ice®has disappeared 
and ice syndicates, it is predicted, will soon 
beathing of the past, as the machines for 
manufacturing ice have revolutionized the 


trade in the South. It has been only within 
the Iast few years that Savannah and the in- 
terior depended wholly on nratural-ice brought 
In vessels from the north. When the ice crop 
wasa failure the p rices went out of the 
reach of even those in moderate circum- 
stances, and the poorer classes had todo 
without lee altogether. Northern cities, toa 
large extent, still depend on the natural ice 
supply, and, the open winter being unfavora- 
ble and the ice output light, ice is wholesal- 
ingin New York at $10 per ton and in Cincin- 
nati at $20 per ton. 

In Savannah ice by tke ton ranges from $5 to 
$7.50, the highest figures, and, while the de- 
mand exceeded the supply inst week, there is 
no danger oi an ice famine or of high prices. 
ice retails allthe way from 2-5 of a cent per 
pound to &% of a cent per pound in five to filty 
pound lots, and nearly every corner grocery 


and little shop oe the city retails ice, 


so that there is a 
sumed daily. 

‘the Savanah Brewing Co. does not sell ice 
directiy. Indirectly it supplies a very large 
city, Tybee, and suburban trade. For 
every keg of beer sold by the company the 
purchaser is entitied to a ticket for 100 pounds 
of ice upon the payment of Mcents, It is in 
this way tat the retail groceries cet their ice, 
which they retail atfrom 40 to cents per 
hundred, the latter igure when delivered to 
their customers, Many saloon-keepers do 
not have use for all the ice which 
they are entitiod to and they § iet 
their customers have he surplus tickets 
and the benefit of low prices. This plan has 
worked so weil and the demand for ice has 
been so continuous and pressing that the 
brewery is now putting in another plant, 
which will turn out from twenty to twenty- 
five tons daily, and will enable kt to turn out, 
exclusive of the cold-storage ice, about forty 
to fifty tons of ice daily. 

There are no less than 100 tons daily com- 
bined capacity in three plants now in opera- 
tion in the city, and with the new piant added 
to the brewery there will be something like 
7 of ice manufactured in Savannah 

ally. 

The a cole of ice manufacture is both sim- 


arge amount of ice con- 


ple andc aratively inexpensive, the orig- 
inal cost Of the plant being the greater ex- 
pense and the larger the plant the less expen- 
sive is the ratio of cost of manufacture, The 
ice machines have made it possible to operate 
breweries in warm climates, as the cold stor- 
age costes less, is more reliable and more 
easily regulated. A News reporter is informed 
that that the stock has been subecribed for a 
brewery at Jacksonville, and one isto be es- 
tablished at Havana. There is taik of estab- 
lishing another brewery at Savannah, and 
while the prececaes are non-committal, it is 
believed that they arein earnest. With an- 
other large brewery and ice piant there would 
be a large ice surplus, no doubt, and further 
reductions im the price of ice would it is 
thought, be apt to follow.

HANDCUFFED TOGETHER, 


The Erutal Discipline Enforced by the 
Superintendent of a Referm School. 


By Telecravh to the Post-Drsratow. — 
PROVIDENCE, R.I., July 18.—Young Charlies 
MoCarthy, whom Supt. Nibecker keptin a 
dark room on bread and water for thirty-two 
days, and who is now at the Rhode Island 
Hospital hopelessly ill with consumption, 
appears to be only one of many victims of the 
bareh discipline at the Sockanosset School 
for Boys in Cranston. If the word of former 


teachers and officers at the school is to be 
believed, the superintendent rules with a rod 
of iron and resorts to the harshest measures 
to enforce discipline. Mrs. Durand, whois 
now the matron of the Sophia Littie Home at 
Edgewood, was a teacher and cottage man- 

rat Sockanoeset for three years. Nibecker 
discharged her, she says, without telling her 
the cause. 

**if I should tell that I knew,’’ said Mrs. 
Durand, ‘‘it would be said that I was actuated 
by a epirit of revenge for having been dis- 
charged. What do you think of aman who 
would keep five boys handcuffed together 
every minute, nieht and day,for five or six 
Gays? This Mr. Nibecker did last March and 
kept them on bread and water, too. The 
boys were in my class every day, chained to- 
gether like slaves. Their names, I believe, 
were Hayden, Green, Jordan, Hewitt and 
Sullivan. Inever could learn definitely what 
they were punished for, but I think it was for 
having talked about running away. They 
were not really bad boys, either. When one 
boy was reading the one next to 
him had of course to hold up his 
hands, too. Only the two boys at the ends 
had one hand free. At night they had to 
sleep together andon their backs all night 
long. The mattresses were pulled off the beds 
and spread upon the floor, but they were not 
allowed to undress. If they refused to eat 
the dry bread that Mr. Nibecker allowed, they 
were sent to the House of Correction. It was 
not, however, an infrequent occurrence for 
Mr. Nibecker to keep a boy locked up for two 
or three weeks. When Charlie McCarthy was 
released he was scarcely ublie to sit up, and 
yet he was put to work within two 
days shoveling coal. He fainted at 
his work and had to be carried to his bed. I 
don’t think Charlie was a bad boy. Boys 
were kept standing in their shirt sleeves with 
arms foided, for fifteen or twenty minutes in 
the open air, when the thermometer was be.- 
low the freezing point. Mr. \Nibocker claims 
to have the open system atthe Keform School, 
and yetevery window is barred and locked. 
The institution is more like a jail than a 
schoo!l.’’ 

Another former officer of the institution Is 
Chas. Geltner, who was summarily discharged 
without warning last February. He made 
complaints to the Board of Charities and Cer- 
rection which were not recognized.

Kastern Sporting Circles Agitated Over the 
New Alleged Record Made by the Har- 
vard Man—Mr. Downs Writes a Letter to 
SBubstantiate His Record—Racing Yester- 
day—Sase Ball News—General Sporting. 


OPULAR Interest in 

the controversy over 

Downs’ quarter-mile 

run at Beacon Park 

last Wednesday shows 

no signs of abating. 

The race course is vis- 

ited daily by scores of 

athletes and the 

‘‘Graham F’’ aad the 

‘‘John Finn’s finish 

mark’’ closely  in- 

spected. The great 

question in athletic 

circies in Boston now 

is, will the A. A. U. 

accept the record. 

Few believe itcan. In 

——! the first place, says 

the Boston Herald, the course was measured 

with a cotton tape, and before now records 

have been refused on that score alone. 

Local athletes would regret the non- 

acceptance of the record on that 

ground, however, and all desire that 

the record be acceptec, if afterafull and 

careful investigation, it be decided that the 

Harvard man ran 440 yards. But an investi- 

gation and acareful one will be necessary to 

place Downs in the right light, and to estab- 

lish the record beyond a doubt. Should the 

Amateur Athletic Union accept the record on 

the unsupported statement of the two New 

York officials, without recognizing the pro- 

tests of reputable athletes and lovers of ath- 

letics in this city, it would bean exceedingly 

unpleasant outcome for Downs. To a man 

the amateurs who protest against the accept- 

ance of the record are admirers of Downs, 

and two of them are personal friends of the 

young collegian. The cry that jealousy is the 

cause of the objections is all baidjerdash. 

Every lover of athletics in the city 

would be pleased to see Downs oe 

the title of quarter-mile champlon, but nohe 

save one pseudo-amateur wishes him to 

snatch the honor from Wendell Baker without 

fairly earning it. If the Amateur Athletic 

Union send an investigating committee to 

look up the matter they will not need to look 

to ‘‘foot pad professionals’’ for their testi- 

mony that Downs did notrun 440 yards. Mr. 

H. 8. Cornish, one of the official measurers of 

the course, gives itas his opinion, in view of 

all the facts, that Downs did mot run the full 

distance. Mr. James Morse,B. A. A., is ready 

to take oath to thateffect. President James 

Connolly of the Trimount Athletic Club will 

make affidavit to the same effect, and no less 

than three other gentlemen will make oath 

that Downs did not finish at the ‘‘F.,’’ but 
they object to appearing in print. 

Downs has written alettertothe Heraid, in 
which be endeavors to substantiate the rec- 
ord. He suys: 

‘‘It is agreed by all that the 400 yards was 
run in 43 seconds. Now let us suppose that 
the finish was actually 40 yards farther on and 
the time for the full distance was 472-5 sec- 
onds. Then the iast 40 yards must have been 
run in42-5seconds. Butour ‘leading official 
ofthe Trimount Athletic Club,’ who is so 
careful of his identity and so careless of his 
asecrtions, says no man can run 400 yards in 
43 seconds, andthen go 40 more in 42-5 sec- 
onds. Well, letus see: 40 yardain 42-5 sec- 
onds is exactly at the rate of 100 yards in ll 
seconds, not as all a stariing pace, even 
on the end of 40 yards. When a 
sprinter does 10 seconds for 100 yards. he runs 
the last 50 yards inatrifie over 4 seconds, 
since the record for 50 yards from a standstill 
is alittie under6seconds. This is 40 yards in 
a very little over 3 seconds. My time for the 
last 40 yards of the 440 was a full second 
slower. Moreover, itis not atall an uncom- 
mon thing for a nan to run the last 10 yards of 
a quarter-mile at a10-second gait. To give an 
example from my own experience, last year 
the fastest one-quarter mileIlcould run ona 
curved track was in 501-5 seconds; yet at that 
same time! ran 450 yards in 511-5,whichs . 
that, after running a full quarter-mi at 
top speed, L could still go 10 yards 
in 1 second. For another example: 
in the i race with Dohm onthe Berke- 
ley Oval, sy! 17, Iran the first 440 yards in 
50 1-5s.—my fastest time for a quarter up to 
that date—tben finished the 160 yards, tying 
the world’s record forthe ful] distance. Be- 
sides, | wholly deny the statement that after I 
passed the 400-vyard mark 1 could bardly keep 
on my feet. Iran as strong the last 40 yards 
as I did 100 yards farther back, and after the 
finish required no support, did not even sit 
down, but walked around and talked with 
some of the men present. All this goes to 
show that I could run 400 yards in 43 seconds, 
and then keep on 40 yards more in 42-5 
seconds. 

Now, let us suppose thetrack was twenty 
feet short of 440 yards, while the 400 yards was 
correct as before. To quote Mr. Cornish in 
the Herald of July 12: ‘‘idon’t agree with 
those persons who claim that Downs was 
woak and staggering. I think he was in pretty 
good shape—so good that he wouid bave fin- 
ished the 20 feet in three-fifths of a second, 
whichwouid make his time 481-5s.’’" Now, 20 
feet or 6% yards in three-fifths seconds is at 
the rate of exactiy nine seconds for 100 
yards. Sut Mr. Cornish says the time for 
the full distance would have been 481-5 
seconds; 481-5 minus 48 gives 51-5 for 40 
yards, or 13 seconds for 100 yards. Piease note 
the discrepancy between 9 seconds and 13 
seconds, and remember that a 15-second gait 
is an absurdly siow one at thefinish of a 
quarter-mile, being 571-S5for a quarter-mile. 
lelaim that was running at veitber a 138- 
second gait nor a9%-second gait at the finish, 
butatan li-second gait, which is just the 
mean of 9 and 13. 

These figures go to show that if the 400 yards 
wus run In 438 seconds, and 472-5 seconds was 
the time at the finish,tbe finish line must have 
been at 440 yards, and not at 43343 yards, as is 
claimed.
